The taxpayers of Albany may be interested in the 
following statement as to what extent and how the 
United States Department of Agriculture, through 
the Forest Service, has been aiding in keeping up the 
Swift River Road. 

For the past two years $1,100 has ben allotted 
annually to that section of road from the Forest 
Boundary, near Dixie Smith’s, to the end of the road, 
just west of the Swift River Inn. This is at the rate 
of $100 per mile.

All the ditches and culverts were cleaned out, 
when necessary repaired, one culvert was changed to 
a better location and each fall the leaves were raked 
out and given a thorough cleaning again. The road 
was frequently dragged and machined. With each 
machining the road was widened a little and some of 
the worst curves were straightened to some extent. 
Repairing and patching was continually done and 
bcth years the sections in the poorest condition were 
surfaced and some practically rebuilt. Some of these 
sections, where considerable money was spent in sur- 
facing or rebuilding were: Annis’ long field, the Long 
Crossing, Fall’s Hill, Spruce Hill, Big Brook, and be- 
low Chase’s. 

Both years the bushes were mowed to a width 
of about 12 ft. each side of the road for the 11 miles. 
From time to time boulders and rocks were blasted 
out. With the exception of the Dugway Railing, which 
was built in 1918, all the roadside railings were re- 
placed with hemlcck planks and peeled oak or spruce 
posts. For the 37 railings it took about 250 posts 
and over 4,000 ft. of planking. 

With one or two exceptions and. the AL, 
time of Forest Officers, amounting to about $240 per 
year and not coming out of the road fund, all the work 
was done by employing Albany taxpayers and their 
teams.
